The remainder was levied 
and collected by the state, but was 
immediately returned to the school 
districts, towns and counties. 
Not 
one penny collected from the people 
in the form of general property taxes 
was used for general governmental 
purposes. 
It was all either returned 
to the local subdivision or was spent 
for education and highways. 
The total per capita general prop­ 
erty tax levied within the state for 
1912 was $13.64. 
Of this amount 
$12.08 w as levied by the counties aud 
local units, and $1.56 by the state. 
Of this latter sum only 48 cents were 
for purely state purposes. 
The re­ 
mainder was levied by the state but 
was immediately returned to the lo­ 
cal subdivision. 
The state government, therefore is 
not supported to any considerable ex­ 
tent .bv general taxation . 
Its rev­ 
enues come from other sources. For 
1912 the corporation taxes amounted 
to $4,546,000, or 41 per cent of the 
total revenue, receipts of the state. Of 
j this amount the railroads contribut­ 
ed $3,594,000, the insurance com­ 
panies $715,000. and other corpora­ 
tio n s $237,000. 
The inheritance tax 
yielded $783,000, or 7 per cent of 
the total state revenue: departmental
